ANYONE with spare time 
on their hands now have 
some new opportunities to 
put it to good use by volun- 
teering to work with East 
Berkshire Police. 

According to Amanda 
James, the new volunteer 
coordinator for East 
Berkshire and a volunteer 
herself, the list of different 
volunteer roles is endless 
and anyone from 16 to 116 
can get involved. 

She said: “There isn’t a 
typical volunteer. Anyone 
aged 16 or above can fill out 
an application form and 
you can offer as many or as 
few hours as you like, there 
are no specific days or 
hours you have to commit 
to.” 

Ms James is keen to 
encourage more people to 


get involved in the police 
service. 

There are 66 people in the 
area donating their time to 
the police force and crime 
prevention schemes like 


SMART (Shops in 
Maidenhead Against Retail 
Theft). 

“Their dedication is 


invaluable to the organisa- 
tion and we are always 
keen to welcome more peo- 
ple who want to join us.” 
said Ms James. 

“Volunteering provides 
an opportunity to work 
alongside police officers 
and staff and gain valuable 
skills and experience with- 
in a professional and public 
organisation. 

“You will have the oppor- 
tunity to meet new people 
and work as part of a team, 
engage and interact with 
people from different com- 
munities and backgrounds 


while making a positive 
contribution to your local 
community.” 

Ms James’ job is to 
ensure the volunteers are 
matched up with the most 
needy departments, 
arrange any necessary 
training such as first aid or 
computer courses and 
make sure the volunteer 
system runs smoothly. 

She added: 
“Volunteering is very 
rewarding. It is great to be 
able to get out there and 
talk to people, listen to the 
community, visit schools 
and meet everybody in the 
station.”
